New London, Conn., March 20.—Travel- 
ing at a moderate rate of speed through 
Long Island early this morning, the big 
passenger steamer Plymouth, of the Fall 
River line, bound for Fall River, from 
New York, and the freight steamer City 
of Taunton, of the same line, came into 
collision in the fog Just east of Plum is- 

lan®. the bow of the freight steamer rak- 
ing the starboard side of the Plymouth 
and causing the death of six of those on 
hoard the Plymouth, and serious injury to 

a number of others. 

The dead are: 

JOHN R. McCARTHY, watchman, Fall 
River. 

UNIDENTIFIED PASSENGER. 

JOHN COLEMAN, negro, pantry man. 

JULIUS DAWSON, negro, mess man. 

JOHN N. WILLIAMS, negro, baker. 

JOHN BRISCOE, negro, pantry man. 

The complete list of injured is impos- 
gible to obtain, for the reason that many 
who were slightly hurt were attended to 
immediately upon the arrival of the Ply- 
mouth here this morning and then pro- 
ceeded on their way. Three of the in- 
jured are at the hospital here. They are 
J. E. Greger. a traveling salesman, of 
Philadelphia, who suffering with a 
sprained back; David Samuelson, negro, 
of New Bedford. leg wrenched, and Pat- 
rick Daly. a freight trimmer, whose right 
arm was crushed from his body. 

Michael Kilduff, of Boston, and J. M. 
Thompson, of Allegheny, Pa., are the 
enty other persons injured whose names 
ae known by the officials. 

Responsible for Accident. 

The responsibility for the accident has 
not yet been determined. and will be the 
subject of an investigation. It is said by 
the officers of the two vessels that both 
were going at a fair speed considering 
the fog, and that there was no time after 
the warning whistles which followed the 
Ilpokout’s discovers of the danger, to avert 
@ collision. 

The steamers apparently were under 
good headway when they met. The bow 
of the City of Taunton, which was pro- 
ceeding toward the westbound from Fall 
River to New York, pentrated ten feet 
into the bow of the eastbound _ vessel. 
When the vessels pulied apart the bow of 
the freight steamer raked the upper works 
of the Plymouth, tearing out the second 
cabin and ripping out state rooms like 
ecard board Seven cabins in all were 
swept from the starboard bow of the big 
passenger boat. 

Investigation by the steamboat officials 
today has resulted in the following state- 
ment regarding the occtpants of the 
wrecked rooms: 

State room No. 200, occupied by Miss 
Magdalena Yay, of Baltimore, who was 

- Tescued uninjured. 

State room No. %1, occupied by some 
person or persons wno have not been 
identified. It is not positively known 
whether the occupany: of this room es- 
caped or met death by being swept into 
the waters of the race. 

State room No. 202, occupied by J. E. 
Creger, of Philadelphia. 

State room No. 203, occupied by a man 
who signed himself upon the passengers’ 
register es Nosten, but whose name js be- 


lieved to be Marsten. He has not been 
accounted for. 


Stateroom 204, occupied by Mr. and 
Mrs. M. H. Zack, of Taunton, Mass., both 
of whom were slightly injured. 
Stateroom No. 206, occupied by J. M. 
Thompson, who was at first thought to 
be among the killed, but who escaped 
in what few clothes he could save. He 
Was slightly injured about the legs and 
body, but proceeded to Boston. 
Stateroom 206, occupied by an unknown 
woman, who was rescued. 

Caring for the Injured. 
As soon as the disabled Plymouth came 
Into this port shortly after 3 o'clock 


this morning ambulances were sum- 
moned to bear the injured to the hos- 
Pitals. The passengers were cared for

Until a special train could be made up 


to carry them and their effects to Boston, 
and the work of searching for the bodies 
of victims, members of the ship's com- 
pany who were in the flooded compart- 
ment, was begun. 

At 5 o'clock this afternoon there re- 
mained one body in the lower cabin of 
the Plymouth, that of John Briscoe, the 
missing waiter. The diver who had been 
at work all day suspended operations on 
®ccount of darkness and fear of get- 
ting the life line entangled in the wreck. 
Work will be resumed in the morning’ 
The other bodies have been recovered. 

The question as to the identity of the 
Passenger killed in the collision occupied 
the minds of the officials tonight. It was 
thought at first that the victim was John 

Thompson, of Allegheny, Pa., but 
Mr. Thompson appeared this afternoon 
with some friends with whom he had 
been Staying. The name of the missing 
man, as it appeared on the purser’s list, 
was “G. H. Nosten,” though the signa- 
ture is a little obscure and may be “G. 

Marsten” or ‘‘Masten.”’

Lowry yesterday that he would be glad 
to meet and confer with all interested 
in sites to be offered the government for 
a public building in Atlanta, and Col- 
onel Lowry has arranged with Judge 
Newman for the meeting to be held in 
the chambers of the United States court 
third floor, postoffice building, on Tues- 
day morning at 9 o'clock. 

Secretary Shaw will inspect the various 
sites offered and will also, as stated. con- 
fer with those owning them, so that he 
will be in a position to judge when the 
bids are opened on April 6 what is the 
most satisfactory proposal submitted. 

Secretary Shaw will be accompanied by 
his wife and daughter, and several social 
functions will be arranged for them dur- 
ing their stay in the city. 

Secretary Shaw has been in Texas, and 
also in New Orleans where he went to 
look into the matter of a site for the 
public building to be erected there. There 
has been some dispute about the site 
for the New Orleans building, the neople 
of that city being considerably divided 
on the subject.

DR. BAKER RELEASED ON BAIL 


Evidence Before Judge Brown at 
Tarboro Yesterday. 

Charlotte, N. C., March 20.—A specia! 
from Tarboro says that Dr. J. M. Baker 
surrendered himself this mornig upon his 
return to town. A few hours later he was 
before Judge Brown on a bench warrant 
charging him with felonious killing. 

The evidence in brief was that Monday 
morning Dr. Baker passed Dr. Bass at 
the postoffice door, and on coming out he 
was seized by Bass, who began striking 
nim with his fist over the head. Baker 
broke away and as he retreated endeav- 
cred to draw a pistol, pursued ciosely by 
Bass, who was atiempting to seize the 
pistol. He caught Baker by the back of 
the coat, which was pulled off. Baker re- 


treating rapidly and reaching for his 
weapon as Bass closed on him. Outsid- 
ers closed on Bass. By this time Baker's 
pistol was out, Bass seized it, and as it 
was discharged the ball was deflected. 
Bass then was pulled back and the pistol 
in Baker’s hands was thrust.into his ab- 
domen and fired. 

The testimony offered by the prosecu- 
tion and the defense varies but little. The 
prosecution claims that as Bass was held, 
Baker advanced and shot; the defense 
that Baker all the time was attempting to 
escape. The prosecution, to snow malice, 
produced the declaration of Baker im- 
mediately after the shooting, that he 
‘had put two into him.”

Congressman L. F. Livingston 
reached the city yesterday from Wash- 
ington and spent the day in the city 
stopping at the Kimball house, 

Colonel Livingston spent much of his 
time while here tin econference with 
‘Postmaster E. F Blodgett on matters 
relative to improvements in the post- 
office system here. ‘he consultation 
yesterday was with particular reference 
to the postoffice station to be established 
on the south side of the eity, 

“This js to be a full station,’ sal‘ 
Colonel Livingston to a representative 
of The Constitution, ‘‘and not a sub- 
station as some have supposed. 

“Two propositions have been received 
relative to furnishing grounds and 
buildings, and these have been for- 
warded Washington. Colonel Blod- 
gett and myself have requested the de- 
partment to send an inspector here at 
at once to decide on which of thes: 
propositions shall be accepted. I am 
anxious to see this matter settled at the 
earliest possible date.’’ 

To Meet Secretary Shaw. 

Secretary Shaw of the treasury de- 
partment will be in Atlanta on Monday 
and Colonel Livingston will meet him 
here. 

“I don’t know 


to 


that he has any spe- 
cial business here,"’ Colonel Livingston 
said, ‘‘but I presume he _ will, while 
here, take occasion to look at the sites 
which have been suggested for the new 
pestoffice building, and which will prob. 
ably be offered, 

“T called at the treasury 
the day I left Washington, 
time they had received only one propo- 
sition with reference to a site. How- 
ever, they have until April 6 before 
the bids will be opened and there is 
plenty of time, 

“It is my intention to hurry this mat- 
ter up and get the site as soon as pos- 
sible. If there are any buildings on it 
that can be used temporarily, they will 
be used to relicve the congestion in 
the postoffice until the appropriation for 
the building is secured and the work 
begun, 

‘*There is no aoubt whatever about 
getting the approriation for the build- 
ing at the next session of congress.

At the present rate the city is srow- 
ing, in order to take proper care of 
all the postoffice business in the future, 
probably after less than a quarter of 
a century has pessed, we will need < 
$1,00$§) building at least. To prop- 
erly provide for the future I am satis- 
fied it will require at least half a mii- 
lion more.’ 

Presbyterian University.

WITH WERTHER 


Mme Martigny Attempts. Sui- 
cide in Bernhardt's Theater, 


Crying to Werther, “I, Too, Wish To 
Die,” She Shot Herself and 
Took Laudanum—Case One 
of Destitution and of 
Starvation. 


Pavis, March 20.—At the close of Sarah 
Bernhardt's performance in ‘‘Werther.”’ 
at her theater this evening, following the 
dramatic climax, when Werther seeks to 
kill himself, the audienee was startfed by 
& woman's voice in the body of the 
theater crying, ‘I wish to die.”’ This was 
followed by a pistol shot, 

It proved to be an attempt at suicide by 
Madame Paule De Martigny, a_well- 
known newspaper contributor. She was 
é&ccompanied by her daughter, who, 
knowing her mother’s suicidal intention, 
had withdrawn the ball cartridges from 
the pisto] and replaced them with blank 
cartridges, so that the shot did not dam- 
age beyond causing a temporary panic 
Finding that the shot was not effective, 
Madame De Matigny swallowed a vial of 
laudanum which she -had concealed in 
her handkérchief. 

The theater surgeon attended the wom- 
an and ordered her removal to a hos- 
pital, where her condition at first was 
thought to be serlous, owing to the ef- 
fects of the shock and of the poison. 
Later she Improved and now appears to 
be out of danger. 

It was reported that the woman had 
been influenced to act as she did by the 
dramatic spectacle, but developments in- 
dicated that the case was one of desti- 
tution and desperation. 

Madame De Matigny’s voungest daugh- 
ter told a pitiful story of her mother’s 
failure to sell her manscripts. 

Madame De Martigny is 33 years of age 
She has published a: ntmber of popular 
novels, including “The Belle’s Revenge,”’ 
‘Idle Love’ and “Face to Face.”” Her 
real name is Von Seeignmeyer. 


DLO MAN KILLED: 


NIECE WOUNDED) 


Young Negro Boy Guilly of 
Double Crime,

Reidsville, N. C., March 20.—Last night 
Sydney Blair, a farmer, aged 60 years, 
was murdered and his niece, Miss Sallie 
Walker, was shot three times and se- 
riously wounded by a xsegro named John 
Broadnax. 

The affair occurred about 5 miles from 
Reidsville. 

About dark, while Mr. Blair and his 
niece, Miss Walker, were at supper, the 
negro visited the home and engaged in 
a conversation with Mr. Blair. 

Without warning he drew a pisto] and 
fired upon him. Mr. Blair was killed 
almost instantly, two balls taking effect. 
One entered at the collarbone and the 
other pierced the bowels. 

The negro then emptied his pistol at 
Miss Walker, three bullets taking effect 
in her body. She escaped and alarmed 
the neighbors, who found the negro in the 
act of pillaging the house. 

He was safely placed in the Reidsville 
jail. There was talk of lynching, and 
Company G, Third regiment, of. the na- 
tional guard, was held at the armory all 
day. 

Tonight Broadnax was taken to Raleigh 
for safekeeping. He confessed the crime. 

Broadnax is about sixteen years old. 
Governor Aycock has ordered a special 
term of court for his trial. 


Was Knocked from Bridge.

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RESISTLESS SWEEP OF RIVER 


CUTS GREAT GAPS IN LEVEES . 
AND PEOPLE FLEE IN TERROR 


Several New Breaks Have Oc- 
curred in the Vicinily of 
Memphis, 


ALL EASTERN ARKANSAS 
BECOMES RAGING SEA 


Refugees Are Flocking Into Mem- 
phis by Hundreds and the Gov- 
ernment Has Been Asked 
To Aid in Caring for 
Sufferers. 


Memphis, Tenn., March 20.—The feeling 
of hope tHat was produced yesterday and 
last night by the Mississippi river coming 
to a stand at this point with 4.1 feet on 
the gauge was dispelled today by the 
oceurrence of two additional breaks in 
the St. Francis levees north of the first 
crevasse at Trice’s Landing, Ark., and 
the grave reports that are being re- 
ceived from Mississippi points as well 
as by a rise of one-tenth here. 

Today the St. Francis leveee gave way 
at Random Shot and Shawnee Village, 
Ark., the first about 42 miles from Mem- 
phis and the second about 3% miles. Both 
erevasses are reported to be serious, the 
one at Shawnee being the worst of the 
three, The two breaks today will prob- 
ably slightly increase the water in the 
territory of Arkansas which was flooded 
by the break at Trice’s and in addition 
they are flooding a vast scope of coun- 
try which has thus far been free of any 
considerable amount of water. The sit- 
uation therefore in Arkansas is much 
complicated and made more grave than 
at any time during the flood. 

Just what will be the extent of\ tne 
damage and suffering will not be known 
for severa] days and the calamities have 
come so thick’ and fast that relief 
measures have been and must be for pev- 
eral days completely inadequate. / 

Delta Region in Danger, 


The long line of levess that guard the 
river front of Mississippi and /protect the 
vast and fertile delta regidn of that 
state and which have thus far stood firm 
against the great flood are reported to 
be in a critical condition at many points 
and news of disasters frém that country 
will not be surprising.\ At points the 
water is siping through\.the embanrk- 
ments, flooding villages and plantatioas, 
and at other places the embankkment is 
ovvertopped by the flood and enormous 
quantities of water are being Qscharged 
into the country behind the earthworks. 
The most encouraging feature tonight 1s 
the fact that the river here ha& re- 
mained stationary all day and that a 
falling stage is reported from St. Lotjs, 
Cairo and other points on the Mississippi, 
and its tributaries. The state this morn- | 
ing was 4.1 feet, a rise of .1 in 12 hours. 
The stage has net changed during the 
day. This is the greatest ever’ recorded 
and sets a new maximum. It is hoped 
that the fall will begin tonight or to- 
morrow. The new breaks on the ArkKan- 
sas shore are thought to be having a 
considerab.e influence on the stage and 
the water being discharged through them 
and the gfirst crevasse could easily hold 
the river in check here and for this reas- 
son the standing stage is not received 
with the satisfaction that it would other- 
wise give. 

Refugees are continuing to arrive in 
great numbers and the facilities are com- 
pletely too limited to care for them. In 
response to a telegram asking for aid 
from Mayor Williams, of this city, Sec- 
retary of War Root has answered that 
he will supply all needed tents as well 
as provisions for the flood sufferers. 


Tents for the Refugees. 

This offer will be accepted and it will 
be of great assistance to the authorities 
in handling the proposition for caring for 
the needy. These tents will be pitched 
on vacant lots and commissaries will be 
established so that all tne destitute may 
be cared for. Secretary Root was au- 
thorized today by the cabinet to give the 
aid sought and the prompt action of the 
secretary and the cabinet has given the 
greatest satisfaction to the people of 
the city as well as to those of the sur- 
rounding territory who have been at- 
tempting to cope with t-..e grave situation 
that confronts them. 

Out of the refugee situation there is 
growing a great hardship on the city and 
the planters of the regions that are not 
as yet flooded. From the protected sec- 
thons able-bodied negro men and their 
entire families are coming to the city in 
large numbers, ostensibly as flood refu- 
gees, but it is claimed their rea! purpose 
is to escape work.and be cared for by the 
city and charitable organizations. Thie i 
not only increasing the city’s burden, but 
is working great hardship upon the plan- 
ters, as they cannot secure laborers, 
which are so badly needed just at pres- 
ent. There is practically no way to set 
apart the imposters from the genuine and 
destitute refugees and there seems no 
way of relief from the !mposition. 

The railroad situation west of Mem- 
phis shows no improvement and although 
the various systems that have had their 
tracks washed away by the flood are 
making strenuous efforts and are sparing 
mo money to open their tracks, It is re- 
ported tonight that traffic is still com- 
pletely suspended and that no predic- 
tions of the time of relief can yet be 
made. The two crevasses of today may 
terid to complicate the situation and it is 
highly probable that this new pouring in 
of water will destroy tracks at other 
points in Arkansas to 1e west of the 
present gaps.

GOVERNMENT GIVES 
TENTS FOR REFUGEES

patch from the mayor of 
Memphis, appealing for tents to 
shelter refugees from the overflow- 
ed districts along the Mississipp! 
river, who are congregating in 
Memphis in large numbers, Secre- 
tary Root today wired the govern- 
or of Tennessee for a statement .of 
the conlitions., If it is found that 
the state is unable to cope with 
the situation, the secretary will at 
once authorize the loan of the nec- 
essary number of tents. There is 
a general quartermaster’s depot at 
Jeffersonville, Ind., and the tents 
probably will be sent to Memphis 
from that point. 

In addition to furnishing tents 
the war department also will fur- 
nish commissary supplies if it is 
found to be necessary. Secretary 
Root was authorized to take this 
action at today’s cabinet meeting.

Historic Home of Jefferson Davis 
Will Be Destroyed by 
Flood, 


GREAT DELTA REGION 
MAY GE OVERFLOWED 


Guards Are Constantly Patrolling 
Levees To Prevent Cutting. 
Threats Are Being Made 
To Use Dynamite. 
River Breaks. 


Vicksburg, Miss., March 20.—(Spectial.)— 
The levees around Palmyra island, which 
includes the old Jeffetson Davis home- 
Stead, will be cut to prevent devastation 
by the flood. 

Showers, accompanied by a stiff north- 
west wind, have caused increased anx- 
tety for the safety of the levees in this 
section. A more rapid rise of the river 
is also noted, the gauge here registering 
50.1 tonight, a rise of six-tenths in twen- 
ty-four hours, 

Reports from Duvals late this evening 
state that the main levee there is in no 
immediate danger but from the end of 
the loop to Chotard, a distance of 4 miles, 
the old protection levee is in bad ghape 
with the water slopping over at several 
points. Back water from Steeles bayou 
has attacked the river from the rear. 
This, it is feared, will. have the effect of 
further weakening the base. Inspector 
Dulaney has a large force of men sack- 
ing the top of the line from Duvals to 
Chotard and strenuous efforts are being 
made to withstand the rapidly rising 
flood. Several planters from Issaquena 
county were in today seeking boats and 
barges to carry their live stock out of 
the endangered territory. 


The private levee at Davis island, south 7 
of here, was dynamited tonight in sev- 


eral places. This was done with the ob- | 


ject of easing the Water through and pre- 
vénting the great damage that would re- 
sult from a sudden rush, 

At the crossing of the Big Black river 
and the Yazoo and Mississippi Valley raii- 
road, back water has spread all over the 
roadbed for several hundred yards north 
and’ south, and the tracks will be raised 
half a foot or more in,the hope of keap- 
ing open communication to the south. Of- 
ficials of the fifth Louisiana district board 
report that there were no developments 
on. their side of the river today. 
PERFECT SEA OF WATER 

COVERS NORTH HELENA 

Helena, Ark., March 20.—There is but 
little change in the river situation here 
today except in so far as concerns North 
Helena, the suburb of this city, which 
has already been reported as filling up 
with water from an 8-foot crevasse in 
the levee protecting that section. Last 
night a section of the levee 40 yards wide 
gave way and the water from the river 
poured through in a torrent that quickly 
filled the entire basin. Tonight North 
Helena is a perfect sea of water with 
the smaller houses under the water al- 
most to the eaves. All but about a dozen 
families have moved to higher ground 
inside Walker street levee, those who re- 
main having moved to the second story 
of their houses. 

The river here tonight registered 49.6, 
and still rising. A 5l-foot stage of the 
river is regarded as certain. Captain Lu- 
cas, of Memphis, is expected here to- 
night on the Chisca to confer with levees 
officials regarding the situation In gen- 
eral. 

STEADY RISE EXPECTED 
BY NEW ORLEANS PEOPLE 

New Orleans, March 20.—A rise of two- 
tenths was marked on the gauge here 
today, the river reacuing 19.6, which the 
government officials say was the maxi- 
mum attained during the record-breaking 
flood of 1897. It is expected that from 
now on the river here will rise slowly 
unless there is a serious break in Mis- 
sissippi or in Louisiana south of Red 
river. The levee board continued to pre- 
pare for all eventualities and work along 
the river front is uninterrupted. There 
mwas a heavy shower during the night, 
but the dav orened clear and bright. 

Beyond the break at Bongere all the 
Toutstana levees have thus far held. The 
Bougere mishap was not unexpected. That 
was the scene of an old crevasse that 
had heen permitted to remain open for 
many years because the water flowing 
through it did comparatively little dam- 
age. When the Texas and Pacific started 
to build its line that will ultimately give 
a through route on the west bank between 
New Orleans and St. Louls it was found 
necessary to mend the break. The levee 
was not built to withstand a record break- 
ing flood. and there was no surprise when 
it gave way. 


SPECIAL RIVER BULLETIN | 
BY THE WEATHER BUREAU 

Washington, March 20.—The only sew 
developments in the flood situation since 
Thursday night has been the. breaking of 
the levee at Dandom Lake. near Pecan 
Point, Ark. The water through this 
crevasse will complete the flooding of 
Crittenden and the eastern portions of 
Cross, St. Francis, «and Lee counties in 
Arkansas. The water will reach the St. 
Francis river through the Tryonza river, 
This will prolong the flood crests below 
the mouth of the St. Francis, particularly 
from Helena to Vicksburg, and the ex- 
treme gravity of the situation should not 
in the least be underestimated. 

The local situation at Memphis continues 
practically unchanged, the river being 
about stationary at # feet. It is now 
evident that the stages from Helena to 
Vicksburg will be somewhat higher than 
at first indicated. and about as follows:

It is probable that Mr. Williams will be 
Summoned before the grand jury to tell 
all that he knows about gambling in Sa- 
vannah. 

Particular interest is manifested in the 
gambling situation because of the bitter 
denunciations made by Mr. Williame. He 
and Rev. J. A. Smith, pastor of Epworth 
Methodist church, have furnished the 
mayor with addresses of policy shops, 
and instructions have been issued to the 
police to close the places.

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MONEY FAMINE 
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Republican Currency Expert 
Figuring on the Problem 


Should There Be an Extra Session 
This Fall Financial Legislation 
Is Certain—No Asset Cur- 
rency Measure, How- 
ever, Is Likely. 


By Jos: Ohl. 

Washington, March 2%.—(Special.)—The 
possibility of &n extra session of congress 
for the consideration of a goint resolution 
or bill making effective the Cuban treaty 
has greatly interested financia] circles 
for the reason that it is expected some 
currency legislation would be brought 
forward at such a special session de- 
signed to avert the currency famine 
which Senator Aldrich, Mr. Fowler of 
New York, and other currency experts 
believe would come during the last two 
or three months of this year. 

It will be recalled that more or less 
strenuous efforts were made to secure 
the passage of currency legislation by 
both the senate and the house at the 
last session, and that the currency ex- 
perts of the two bodies differed widely 
in their plans of relief. The senate 
finance committee was back of the Ald- 
rich bill which provided that the cus- 
toms receipts, as well as the internal 
revenug receipts, of the government 
might be loaned to the national bank 
depositories upon such collateral as state, 
county, municipal and certain railroad 
bonds. The republican leaders of the 
house committee on banking and currency 
were opposed to this measure, but were 
willing to have it adopted in a modified 
form, provided there was also incoporat- 
ed into the bill some provision for an 
asset currency such as was contained 
In what was known as the Fowler Dill. 

Urging Asset Currency. 

This latter bill was given the right of 
way in the house during the closing days 
of the session, but it was never intended 
by the house leaders that it should be 
passed. A systematic campaign had been 
conducted in behalf of the measure by 
what is known as the committee of the 
international sound money’ conference, 
which has had the backing and the sup- 
port of many of the bankers of the coun- 
try. This campaign was conducted un- 
der the direction of Hugh H. Hanna, 
of Indianapolis; and it is understood that 
quite a lot of money was expended by 
the banks advancing the asset cur- 
rency idea, 

The members of the senate finance com- 
mittee have never taken kindly to this 
asset currency proposition because they 
seemed to regard it as too revolutionary a 
departure. It is Baid that not over ten 
senators in the entire body were, at the 
in favor of the Fowler bill 
with its asset currency provisions. 

Committee To Meet in Vacation. 

An effort wlll be made during the 
cation to prepare a measure which will 
have the support of the majority in both 
branches of congress. In order to pro- 
mote this, the senate has authorized its 
committee on finance to make a thorough 
investigation of internal revenue, customs, 
currency and coinage matters—sitting 
either as a whole committee or acting 
through a subcommittee—with a view to 
ascertaining just what sort of currency 
legislation will be best to meet the pres- 
ent needs of the couNtry. Those who are 
best informed about financial matters 
are of the opinion that the measure the 
senate leaders will propose will be neither 
the Aldrich bill nor the Fowler bill, as 
they were known to the last congress. It 
will, if present indications count for any- 
thing, be on the general lines of the 
Aldrich bill; and there is little likelihood, 
despite the systematic campaign of Hugh 
Hanna and his associates, that it will 
contain any provision for asset currency. 
The leading republican senators, who will 
doubtless have the shaping of the meas- 
ure which wil] finally pass, seem _ to 
think that the time has not arrived for 
an asset currency.

GREAT RIVER TO LEAVE 

GREENVILLE IN INTERIOR 

Greenville, Miss., March 20.—The pro- 
tection dyke at Leland, Ark., is rapidly 
slipping into the river and it is not 
improbable that the mighty river will 
seek a new channel, leaving Greenville 
in the interior. The situation is most 
grave, though Captain BolHnger thinks 
probably he can hold it. The river from 
Lunar, Ark., to Greenville, via Leland. 
makes a bend of 187 miles and the cur- 
rent at Leland is very rapid, washing 
against the main line of the levee. 
Captain F. B. Bolinger finds 
that 680 feet of the dyke had 
been swept away, leaving but 
20 feet intact. But one thing could 
save the levee, and Captain Bollinger 
immediately began the destruction of a 
V shaped dyke extending fifty feet from 
the levee. The large force of men 
worked with a will but as no dirt can 
be obtained nearer than a mile and 
must be towed down, work is necessarily 
slow. Tonight three hundred men are 
a‘ work. The trouble here, as at Hunt- 
ington, is that the river is four feet 
above the 1897 mark and rising at the 
rate cf half a foot a day. 
rainfall fell during the night, which will 
add to the danger. A _ wide territory 
from Maso to Boluf river @nd includ- 
ing Lake Village would be flooded should 
a crevasse occur. The levee from Lunar 
to Leland is seeping badly but the en- 
gineers do not regard this with appre- 
hension.

Interesting Decision As to 
Garnishment Made by 
Macon Judge, 


By E. C. Bruffey. 

Constitution Bureau, 467 Second Street, 
Macon, Ga., March 2.—(Special.)—In the 
city court this morning Judge Hodges 
decided that a creditor cannot interfere 
with an employee who is working out a 
debt due an employer and that a gar- 
nisu.ment will not hold good. 

This decision is of interest to legal and 
business men generally and Judge Fel- 
ton, of the superior court, together with 
many lawyers, was present to hear the 
argument. 

A Barnesville merchant held a judg- 
ment against a man traveling for A. B. 
Small, of this city, and garnisheed Mr. 
Smal. 

This was done on the strength of a re- 
cent act of the legislature prohibiting an 
employer from paying anything to an 
employee after he has been served with 
notice of garnishment. The traveling 
man, however, owed Mr. Small some 
money and an agreement had been made 
between them whereby the salary should 
be applied to the debt. 

Attorney Feagan construed the law to 
mean that Small should be held to ac- 
count for all money accruing on the em- 
ployee’s account and that it should be 
subject to the outcome of the suit. 

Colonel Dasher, for Mr. Small, declared 
that it was unconstitutional to deprive a 
man of the right to sell his labor, as 
every mam is entitled to life and Hberty. 
Tt made no difference what the statutes 
might provide, he said, the constitution 
of the United States would protect a 
man in disposing of his labor under con- 
tract, as was the case of Small’s em- 
ployee. 

After hearing both sides of the argu- 
ment, Judge Hodges decided in favor of 
Small and declared that the funds were 
not subject to garnishment.

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WLIN'S REPORT 
IST FROM PRESS 


Interesting Facts Concerning 
Florida's Penal System, 


State Derives Excellent Revenue from 
Labor of Its Convicts—Price Is 
So High That No Detri- 
ment Is Done Free 
Labor. 


Tallahassee, Fla., March 20.—(Special.)— 
The state printer has just delivered the 
biennial report of Commissioner of Agri- 
culture R. FE. McLin, a document of 330 
printed pages chock full of interesting in- 
formation which should be very useful to 
members of the legislature which will 
convene here’ April 7. 

A very important section of the report 
treats of the state convicts, over whose 
management the constitution gives the 
commissioner of agriculture supervision. 
The following extracts refer more par- 
ticularly to the financial feature of the 
present lease of all the convicts to the 
Florida Naval Stores and Commission 
Company, which has beeng in operation 
since January 1, 1902: 

“From a pecuniary standpoint the re- 
sults under the new lease surpass any- 
thing the stafe of Florida has experienc- 
ed, nearly seven-fold, and rises above 
the income derived from the state prison- 
ers in any State in the union, in so far 
as I have been able to inform myself, 
when numbers are taken into considera- 
tion. 

“Prior to the lease, the highest income 
from the hire of the state prisoners per 
annum was £21,009. The gross receipts 
for the vear 1902 amount to $144,512.39, be- 
ing $123,512.39 in excess of any previous 
year. 

“The taxpayers, and not private fndivid- 
uals, are the recipients of the benefits de- 
rived from this great increase in revenue 
resulting from prison labor. 

“The revenue degived from the hire 
of state prisoners distributed to the 
several counties in portion to the num- 
ber of prisoners county may have 
serving a senten 

‘‘The state priso S are worked on tur- 
pentine farms an phosphate mines. 
There were 1,03 prisoners on hand at the 
beginning of 1908; they wre divided ap- 
proximately as follows: Three hundred 
and twenty-five in phosphate and 708 in 
turpentine. The prisoners are engaged in 
open-air work in both these fields of la- 
bor. In this mild climate, I regard this 
as more healthful than in a state prison 
proper. 

“The price now being paid for prisoners 
—$151.50 per capita per annum—added to 
the expense of guarding, clothing, lodg- 
ing and feeding, together with the ex- 
pense of collecting them from the various 
counties in the state and reconveying 
from headquarters’ camp to the different 
labor camps, brings the cost per capita 
up to a pont where there can be no 
legitimate complaint on the ground of 
competition with free labor.” 

The report presents many details as to 
the management, care and treatment of 
prisoners in the camps, and, in reply to 
the question, Is crime increasing? says: 

“From the increase of numbers being 
sent to prison by our courts, the casual 
observer would conclude that crime is on 
the increase among our citizens. This is 
not true when our real citizenship is 
taken into account. The rapid growth 
of tre turpentine and lumber industries 
in Florida has caused an influx of a 
floating population that follows this class 
of work. From Georgia, North Carolina, 
and Alabama the turpentine and lum- 
ber men have been followed by this un- 
desirable and expensive class of people, 
and among them are an undue propor- 
tion of lawbreakers.”’ 

The total number of prisoners handled 
during 1902 was 1,408; there were twenty- 
three deaths, seventy-eight escaped and 
thirty-eight were recaptured.

BY COV. FRAZIER 
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Puls Dispensaries and Bars 
in Same Class 


Tennessee’s Governor in Veto Mes- 
sage Expresses Strong Views 
Condemning Dispensaries 
as Detrimental to Pub- 
lic Welfare. 


Nashville, Tenn., March 20.—(Special.).— 
Governor Frazier today vetoed the Dill 
which proposed to close the barrooms in 
Columbia and authorize the city to es- 
tablish a dispensary, 

He says the state can prohibit the sale 
of liquors or other commodities conceived 
to be injurious, but it is not a wise pol- 
icy to deny the right to a citizen and 
engage in the business itself through its 
agents, the municipal corporations, 

If the sale by the individual is detri- 
mental to the public morals, the sale by 
a municipality where all the people are 
participants in the sale and profits its 
still more immoral and detrimental. Again 
he says: 

“It is paternalism and undemocratic, 
If a good thing for Columbia, it would 
be good for all the towns and cities. If 
the business is on which ought to be pro- 
hibited, then neither the state nor its mu- 
nicipalities should engage in it for prof- 
its. 

“If it is wrong or immoral or {injurious 
to the public welfare for the individual 
to engage in the sale of liquor, it is equalj- 
ly so when the state, by its agent, a mu- 
nicipal corporation, engages in it. 

“It seems to me, therefore, that this 

-. is indefensible, either on principle or 
as a temperance measure.”’ 

The bill, he says, inaugurates a system 
at variance and inconsistent with former 
temperance legislation and would be a 
deadly blow to the 4-mile law. 
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A bill has been Introduced into the Ten- 
nessee legishature making $1,000,000 of cap- 
ital stock the requirement for admission 
for fire insurance companies to that state. 
In addition to this, the bill provides 
that each company shall deposit 2 per 
cent of the amount of insurance written 
as a guarantee for the protection of poli- 
cyholders. As the average rate in Ten- 
nessee is less than 2 per cent, it will be 
seen that the companies under the pro- 
posed requirement not only would have 
to deposit all their premium receipts, but 
more besides. 

The Tennessee legislature also is asked 
to pass a bill to increase the tax on life 
insurance premiums from 2% to 3% per 
cent on the gross amount. It is hardly 
likely that it will pass. This is embod- 
led in the revenue bill, which also has a 
clause providing that any citizen of the 
state, insuring his property in a fire in- 
surance company not regularly admitted 
to do business in the state, shall pay a 
tax of 2% per cent on the premiums thus 
paid. This would reach all mill owners 
insuring in the New England factory mu- 
tuals, as well as cotton factors and others 
insuring in unauthorized foreign marine 
companies and Lloyds. 


Insurance Commissioner E. R. McDavid, 
of Alabama, reports that five insurance 
companies doing business in that state 
last year lost money. The ratio of losses 
to premiums of the sixty ‘companies do- 
ing business in the state ranges from 8.7 
per cent to 215.1 per cent. The average 
losses of all the companies is set down 
at 3.8 per cent. It is estimated that the 
insurance companies use about 4 per cent 
of the premium money for expense pur- 
pose. This holding good, the average loss 
of the companies doing business in this 
atate last year was 3.8. 

These figures are rather astonishing, 
when it is considered that the rate of in- 
surance was increased for the year by 2% 
per cent. For instance, the report of Mr. 
McDavid shows that the total fire risks 
written in 1901 was $108,476,370, the average 
on all property being $1.5. The total 
fire risks written during 1902 was $109,- 
646,793, and the average rate was $1.73. 

Mr. McDavid explains that the ex- 
tremely heavy average losses of the past 
vear were bhargely due to the several! big 
fires in Birmingham. The losses to the 
insurance companies in that city were 
three times as great as the amount of the 
premiums collected.

GETTING MONEY 
BY NAVAL FORCE 


Response of Secretary of 
State Hay to the Argen- 
tine Note, 


Washington, March 20.—The text of the 
response of Secretary Hay to the Argen- 
tine note proposing combined action of 
American states to resist the collection 
of debts by naval force was made public 
today. It follows: 


“Without expressing assent to or dis- 
sent from the positions ably set forth in 
the note of the Argentine minister ‘of 
foreign relations, dated December 29, 1902, 
the general position of the United States 
in the matter is indicated in recent mes- 
sages of the president. 

“The president declared in his message 
to congress, December 3, 1901, that by the 
Monroe doctrine ‘we do not guarantee any 
State against punishment if it miscon- 
ducts itself, provided that punishment 
does not take the form of acquisition of 
territory by any non-American power.’ 

“In harmony with the foregoing lan- 
guage, the president announced in his 
message of December 2, 1902: 

‘*No independent nation in America 
need have the slightest fear of aggres- 
sion from the United States. It be- 
hooves each one to maintain order within 
its own borders and to discharge its just 
Obligations to foreigners. When this is 
gone they can rest assured that, be they 
strong or weak, they have nothing to 
dread from outside interference. 

“Advocating and adhering in practice in 
questions concerning itself to the resort to 
international arbitration in settlement of 
controversies not adjustable by the or- 
derly treatment of diplomatic negotiation, 
the government of the United States 
would always be glad to see the questions 
of the justice of claims by one state 
against another growing out of individual 
wrongs or national obligations, as well 
as the guarantees for the execution of 
whatever award might be made, left to 
the decision of an impartial arbitration 
tribunal before which the litigant nations, 
weak and strong alike, may stand as 
equals in the eye of international law and 


mutual duty.’

GRICS DEFENDS. 
RAILWAY. TRUST 


Former United States Attorney 
General Speaks at St Louis 


He Alleges That Morgan, Hill and 
Harriman Were Animated by . 
Philanthopic Motives in 
Forming the Great 
Railway Combine. 


St. Louis, March 20.—Arguments in de- 
fence of the Northern Securities Cofn- 
pany, on trial here before the United 
States circuit court for the district of 
Minnesota closed today, and the case 
will be placed finally In the hands of 
the four judges tomorrow, 

During the three days of argument 
the attorneys for the defendant have 
occupied nine hours, and up to adjourn- 
ment tonight, the government has taken 
five hours for presentation of arguments. 
Cc. W. Bunn, of St. Paul, counsel for 
the Northern Pacific Railroad Company, 
opened today’s session, and former At- 
torney General Griggs closed the case 
for the Northern Securities Company. 
The last tpur of the session was occu: 
pied py special counsel E. D. Watson, 
of Pittsburg, who closed the case for 
the government. He was talking when 
court adjourned for the day, and hé ex- 
pects to conclude by noon tomorow. 
The famous mer:yer case will then be 
in the thands of the court for decision. 
Attorney Cc. W. Bunn endeavored to 
chow that, prior to this case, there never 
had been a suggestion that a consolida- 
tion of railway interests was a viola- 
tion of the anti-tryst act of July 2, 1890. 

Bunn Defends Merger. 

He said in part: 

“Tf a contract arrangement or com- 
bination does not restrain’ inter-state 
trade it is immaterial whether it has the 
sanction of state law or not. A state 
law must yield to the power vested in 
In the case at bar or in @ny 
transaction must be 
treated if similarly authorized by state 
law. For a holding company to own 
the stock of competing interestate car- 
riers is plainly no more prohibited. by 
the act than for one interstate carrier 
to purchase, lease or otherwise control 
the property of a parallel or competing 
carrier, 

“All these ecofclusions are greatly 
strengthened by the fact that every- 
thing which falls within the prohibition 
of the act is made a crime; everything 
denounced as illegal is made criminal. 
It is little short of absurd to suppose 
that congress intended to make it 12 
crime for a man to buy stock in two 
competing interstate railways or having 
stock in one to go tn partnership with 
one who has stock in another; or to 
promote the formation of a corporation 
to acquire stock in both; or, as director 
o: Officer of a corporation already 
formed to engage in acquiring such 
stocks, or to promote the consolidation 
of two competing interstate carriers, or 
the purchase by one of another. It is 
certainly not too much to require that 
if congress had ‘intended to make these 
things crimes, it ghould have said so0.”’ 


Griggs for the Railroads. 


Attorney Bunn concluded at 11:20 o’clock 
and was followed by former Attorney 
General Griggs, who summed up and con- 
cluded arguments for the defendants. 

In concluding for the defendants for- 
mer Attorney. General Griggs asserted 
that the purpose of the anti-trust act was 
to control the operations of individuals 
engaged in commerce, and not to control 
the ownership of corporations so engaged. 
He asserted that a man or men can buy 
all the property he or they have the 
capital to purchase, and that the law can- 
not limit the amount of that purchase. 

In discussing the facts, Mr. Griggs al- 
leged that the attorney general had filed 
his complaint under the misapprehension 
that the Northern Securities Company 
was formed solely for the purpose of 
merging the two corporations—an allega- 
tion that was not supported by a singie 
proof, and positively disapproved by all 
the testimony in the case. 

At the time the securities company was 
formed there was no certainty that a 
majority of the stock of either of the 
railroad companies would be acquired by 
it, and it would have been formed and 
have continued ff no other persons than 
the original projectors of the company 
had come in and exchanged their stock. 
Such 1s the testimony of all the persons 
participating in the organization. 

The original conception, the primordial 
germ, out of which the Northern. Securi- 
ties Company grew, is to be found much 
farther back than the transactions of 1901. 
The dramatic Incidents of that year mera- 
ly hastened the development and ma- 
turity of the conception. 

The purpose and intent of the origina- 
tors of the scheme cannot be subject to 
dispute. Jt rests not only upon the sworn 
testimony of the most eminent and suc- 
cessful business men of the country, but 
is substantiated by collateral facts that 
furnish the most adequate and satisfac- 
tory reasons for the action that was final- 
ly taken, without requiring us to resort to 
an imputation of illega] and criminal mo- 
tive.

Hill and his associates under the former 
conditions, It is perfectly credible that 
no idea of any pooling or merger in the 
gense charged in the -bill of complaint 
ever entered the head of any of them.

There 
existed mutuality of interésts, and so far 
as control that depends upon moral and 
not upon legal conditions was concerned, 
they possessed that. The objects, mo- 
tives and purposes of the parties were 
entirely different from the criminal ones 
charged by the government. Those mo- 
tives and purposes are reasonable, intel- 
ligent, creditable to the hearts and con- 
sciences of the actors, and in nowise in- 
jurious to the public. They did not 
change in any practical way the situation, 
So far as competition between the two 
companies was concerned. They did not 
change the legal status of Sne company 
toward the other, nor in anywise inter- 
fere with the internal organization, rights, 
privileges, or duties of either company. 


The Charge of Pooling. 

If it be said that the arrangement put 
it in the power of the Northern Secur- 
lies Company to control the policy and 
management of both companies, the an- 
swer is, that that is an incidental result 
and not the direct object of the transac- 
tion. 

In answer to the allegation of the gov- 
ernment in its bill of complaint, that 
was ig a practical pooling of the stocks 
of the two companies, we answer that 
the word ‘‘pooling’’ as used by the com- 
plainant is intended: to have an offensive 
meaning and an application which can- 
not be derived from the lawful acts which 
the defendants have done. The stocks 
are not pooled under any trust arrange- 
ment or agreement whatever, and that 
term is no more applicable to the ar- 
rangement that it would be if one natu- 
ral person had purchased in his own 
right. Of course, it is a natural conse- 
quence of the ownership of the stock 
that the dividends declared and paid 
thereon go to the owner, and this is no 
more true with reference to the North- 
ern Securities Company as owner than 
it would be as to any other holder. 

We ask the court to keep in sight the 
fact that the cooperation of these two 
railway companies, both before and af- 
ter the formation of the securities com- 
pany, was intended, not for the purpose 
of monopolizing trade and commerce, but 
for the purpose of strengthening, aug- 
menting and extending the trade and bus- 
iness of the two companies in both trans- 
continental and world-wide competition, 
with other public earriers. The result is 
not pernicious, but beneficial, and should 
be marked with public approval, rather 
than by legislative and governmental ob- 


struction. 


Negro Suffrage a Failure. 


Lecture by Geo:ge Gunton, of the Institute of 
Sccial Fconomics: It is very clear to any un- 
biased observer that the negro has made no 
intelligent vee of the suffrage as affecting his 
own welfare. There has not been a single in- 
stance in which the negroes as a group have 
advocated or demanded or used their suffrage 
to obtain any speciafic measure which tended 
to their material or social improvement. On 
the contrary, as is sure to be the case when 
the suffrage is put in the hands of utterly un- 
prepared and unfit people, they have used it 
mainiv as a means of irritating their neigh- 
lors, or as an item of merchandise either for 
money or off'ce cn ciection day. The utter un- 
fitness ro obvious to everybody has tended to 
intensify rather then lessen the race feeling. 
When they obtained power, in the period of 
reconstruction, their unfitness and frequently 
cverbearing attitude was exagperating. In no 
instance has it ever contributed to anything 
which made for improvement in the condition 
of the colvred people.

Approves Bond Measure. 

Immediately after reaching his office 
yesterday morning Mayor Howell called 
for the bond ordinance. He glanced over 
its contents and then gave i!t his ap- 
proval. Immediately afterwards he 
turned his attention to the matter of ap- 
pointing the committees and this task 
engaged his attention until he left his 
office. 

Mayor Howell approved all coungil- 
manic and aldermanic measures yester- 
day morning. The bond ordinance pro- 
vides for the issuance of $800.000 of bonds, 
$400,000 to be devoted to the extension and 
improvement of the sewer system and 
3.00 to the improvement and better 
equipment of the water works system. 
Among the papers approved was the one 
which pledges the mayor and genera] 
council to the issuance of only $200,000 of 
bonds each‘ year until the amounts 
needed have been obtained.

tage of this is that it does not compel 
the city to pay interest on the entire 
$500,000 the first year

This ordinance is as follows:

TAKEN BY UNION 


A Request Made Yesterday for 
Union Aid Refused, 


Joseph A. McCord Wanted His Book, 
“McCord Cotton Calculator,’ 
Finished — C. C. Houston 
Stated Position of 
Union Men. 


An attempt was made yesterday to 
procure union help to complete certain 
work in progress at the Foote & Davies 
‘plant, but C. C. Houston, representing 
the International Typographical Union, 
steadfastly refused to grant the request. 

The man who asked for the union la- 
bor was Joseph A. McCord, cashier of 
the Third national bank, and the work 
he wanted to be finished was the ‘‘Mc- 
Cord Cotton Calculator,’’ which the Foote 
& Davies company are under contract 
to print and bind, 

Yesterday morning Mr. Houston met 
Mr. McCord and a number of the em- 
ploying printers at the Byrd Printing 
Comvany’s offices. He was told that all 
there was to be done on the ‘Cotton 
Calculator’ was the stereotyping of a 
few plates. 

“Won't you allow the union stereo- 
typers to return to work long énough to 
do this?’ he was asked. 

His answer was a prompt and emphatic 
negative. 

“The contract is with the Foote & Da- 
vies company,” he said. “You ought to 
go to them if you want to arrange for 
the completion of the work. The union 
has no contract to print these books. 
However, if the firm concerned will dis- 
charge the two nonunion men now at 
work in their office not only the stereo- 
typers but all the str.aing employees will 
return to work there.’’ 

TWO MEN Still at Work 

The two men whose presence at Foote 
& Davies’ caused the strike are still at 
work there, but as fast as other work- 
men, whether union or nonunion, g0 
there for work they are met by repre- 
Sentatives of the unions and persuaded 
not to accept jobs. Only a few union 
men have come to the city, they being 
under a misapprehension and not aware 
of the strike. 

C. C. Houston said last evening: 

“If we can't make Foote & Davies put 
those two nonunion men out of their 
Offices by tieing up their contracts we 
will have to adopt other means—peace- 
able, of course—to bring them around, 
and we think that we can put on pres- 
sure enough to do that before the end 
is reached,’’ 

The situation is still about as it has 
been ever since the men were called out 
of the Foote & Davies office and there 
has been no attempt so far to put non- 
union men in other offices.

Dr. Charles D. McIver, of Southern 
Education Board, Says That 
Body Will Pay Expenses 
of Speakers — Local 
Taxation Indorsed. 


There was an important conference of 
prominent educators held yesterday in the 
office of Governor Terrell, and over which 


the governor presided. 

The object of the conference was to take 
steps to plan an educational campaign 
throughout the state—a campaign for edu- 
cating the people on the subject of educa- 


tion. 

Georgians prominent in the educational 
world had been invited to meet at the 
capitol, Dr. Charles D. McIver, of Greens- 
boro, president of the North Carolina 
State Normal college and a prominent 
member of the southern education board. 

Dr. McIver made the important an- 
nouncement that the board would pay the 
expenses of speakers to be sent all over 
the state to address the people on educa- 
tional matters, particularly with regard to 
certain legislation which is necessary in 
order to build up the state’s educational 
system—the commen schools. 

As a result of this preliminary meeting 
a committee was appointed to gather edu- 
cational facts, to set forth the needs of 
the state, and to make recommendations 
ti the legislature and the people. This 
comn,'ttee is composed of Chancellor Wal- 
ter B. #r'!!l, chairman; M. L. Duggan, of 
Sparta; Ho..: Hoke Smith, of Atlanta; 
Bishop Warren A. Candler and State 
Sfiool Commissioner W. B. Merritt. 

When this committee is ready to report 
within the course of the net few weeks 
another meeting’ will be called. and the 
plans for the campaign and sena.ne out 
educational orators. will be made. ; 

Dr. McIver made an interesting addres 
stating what has been done in this direc- 
tion In North Carolina. 

The meeting also indorsed the bill now 
pending before the legislature by Senator 
McMichael, providing a more convenient 
method of getting at local taxation for 
school punyoses. They will work for the 
passage of this measure at the next ses- 
sion and much confidence is expressed that 
it will go through.

MAT TORBETT 
IS VINDICATED 


Not Guilty of Violation of 
the Postal Laws as 
Charged. 


It took a jury in the United States 
court just thirty minutes yesterday to de- 
cide that M. R. Torbett, the Atlanta ac- 
countant, was not guilty as an accessory 
of using the mails for the transmission 
of obscene literature, as charged in the 
indictment. 

Several of the most trustworthy citizens 
of the city appeared in court as witnesses 
and testified as to Mr. Torbett’s character, 
and they, with many other friends, were 
present when the verdict was brought in 
to congratulate him upon. his acquittal. 

The case against Torbett dated back to 

1897, wen he was arrested as an acceés- 
sory of one James T. Green in the viola- 
tion of section 5440 of the postal laws, 
which relates to ovecene literature. Green 
escaped, but the boos. some 30,000 in 
number, were seized in an office at No. 
§ 1-2 North Forsyth street, jointly occupied 
by the two men. 
The evidence adduced in court yester- 
day, however, showed clearly ¢hat Tor- 
bett had nothing to do with the business, 
and was probably entirely innocent of its 
character. He had failed in business some 
time before, and having a furnished office 
on his hands, had rented it to Green. He 
seldom visited the place during Green's 
occupancy, being employed in a salaried 
capacity elsewhere at the time. 

By order of the court, the objectionable 
books were sent out to the Lester crema- 
tory yesterday afternoon and burned. A 
sufficient number were preserved, how- 
ever, to be“used as evidence in case Green 
is captured and brought to trial.

This decision appeals to 
any reasonable mind as a proper and 
necessary saastruction of the law, since 
it would De abherrent to any fair-minded 
man that a contract, solemniy entered in- 
to between the purchaser and tne railroad 
vompany, might with impunity be violat- 
ed by the former, with the necessary re- 
sult that some one must falsely imper- 
sonate another in order to utilize the 
unused portion thereoit. The decision, 
based as it is upon the soundest reason- 
ing and the highest authority, ought to 
be very persuasive with the members of 
the legislature in considering the bill 
above referred to, since that bill merely 
announces a& the policy of the state the 
well considered propositnon of law here 
stated.”’ 

“So far as known, no valid argument 
has ever been advanced in opposition to 
this position. It is surely contrary to pub- 
lic morals and public policy that any 
practice should be permitted to continue 
which involves the necessity for a trav- 
eler, who has purchased a non-transfer- 
able ticket. deliberately Acting a lie in 
falsely representing himself to be the 
original purchaser named in the ticket. 
So far as the traveling public is con- 
cerned, any statute which saves them 
from the risk of ejectment from railroad 
trains-ought to be welcomed as a general 
relief, and the effect of this measure, if 
enacted into a law, will be very hene- 
ficial to the whole traveling public using 
tickets of this character, because rail- 
way officials insteead of looking with 
doubt upon the party presenting a re- 
turn excursion ticket, will assume that 


the passenger who presents it is the orig- | 


inal purchaser. 

“The testimoney at the trial of this 
case showed clearly that the attendance 
at the World's fair in Chicago increased 
enormously in volume when the railroads 
began to offer the public reduced rates, 
and that attendance continued just s0 
long as the cheap rates continued. It is 
therefore a matter of the most vital 
necessity to the World's fair manage- 
ment that this bil] should become a law. 
The measure in its present conditions ,as 
amended, not only requires the rialroad 
companies to redeem unused portions of 
all such tickets, but imposes # severe 
penalty upon them in case of refusal to 
do so within a limited time. These pro- 
visions amply protect the traveling pub- 
lic from any loss, while at the same time 
upholding the sanctity of the contract 
relation which the ticket purchaser has 
entered into. It is sincerely to be hoped 
that the bill will be pushed rapidly for- 
ward, so that it may not be lost in fhe 
inevitable’ confusion arising at the end 
of every session.”’
